The  first  object  was  at  I3iv5  approaching  from  the  northeast 

tois.trd  the  observers  at  a hif^h  cltitude  and  an  uxtrsaely  npoed.  It  had  a 
circular  shape,  a shinning  silver  color,  no  vlslbla  source  of  propulsion,  and 
no  scmd  could  be  heard.  The  object  appro\ched  to  a point  e»tlL:.ited  ut  lour 
jT.llos  fpoa  the  observers  and  then  rose  in  a sharp  clocV-tlae  circle.  lJl.vbt  Ttas 
loit  tecduse  of  the  hl?;her  altitude  attained. 

Tvjo  similar  objects  approached  at  a lower  altltirle  (catl^uated  at  15,0C0ft.) 
frcn  above  the  snountalns  northeast  of  the  observers  at  1100  VST.  They  novsd  In 
a stml^iht  line  and  appeared  to  nuive  faster  than  the  first  objict.  Loth  Sieved 
to  te  of  the  same  design  as  the  first  objsct,  but  had  an  orarii^e  or  light  brown 
color*  The  objects  turned  abruptly  whan  they  reached  a point  approxlahtoly  on 
a forty  (40)  degree  anglo  to  the  observers  and  turned  to  a northwest  ccarse.

A third  sighting  was  made  of  an  object  flying  high  over  the  i.oiaitains  north- 
east of  the  city  at  1^»40  It  hAd  the  sscna  characteristics  as  the  first 

ohjoot  Hpotted  at  1345  iiST.  The  object  was  flying  among  scattered  cumulus  clouds 
hi;;*h  o#er  the  rountolns  In  a curving  course  from  northeast  to  southeast.  Glj.-ht 
wis  lost  due  to  the  high  altitude  gained  by  the  object. 

Vhe  above  c^ntioaed  objects  were  unfamiliar  to  the  observers  and  ceomed  to 
have  no  characteristics  ai.ailar  to  aircraft  seen  by  them  in  this  vicinity.
